‘Meaningless’vote 


OK’s library plan =

Approval of the proposed Ci- 
vic Center Plan No. 4 was 
voted 3 to 1 by the Upland Li- 

»orary Board at 6 p.m. Tues- 
day, June 28, just before Coun- 
cll approved the pr 


‘p.m. meeting. 


The decision of the Library 
Board never was mentioned at 
the Council meeting, because 
of the turn of events at this 
later meeting. 


The plan proposes a ‘Joint 
powers’? arrangement with the 
County ef San Bernardino, but 
which will maintain control of 
the library within city hands. 


Voting yes were President 
Harold Cook, Council] represen- 
tative Ronald Rossitter, and 
the Rev. Kenneth Rusdahl. Vot- 
ing against the plan was Ray 
Simpson. Mrs. Ed Novell ab- 
Stained. 

Mr. Simpson wanted time to 
explore affiliation with differ- 
ent “library systems’’ in the 
area. Mrs. Novell did not vote 
because she said she did not 
have enough information at hand 
upon which to base a decision. 

The proposal as adopted 
would mean building a 17,50( 
square foot library on the cor- 
ner of Euclid Ave. and D Sts., 
with an estimated cost of $640,- 
000 including the building, land, 
landscaping, and architectural 
costs. The money represents 
approximately 64% of the budget 
Slated for the Civic Center pro- 
ject. 

Construction was possible to 
begin in the spring, according 
to Councilman Rossitter. 

He outlined the basic deci- 
sive step that the Council had 
to take, that of financing all the 
buildings in the Civic Center as 
a ‘‘package’’ and that the library 
was the key to it. 

He said that the City was so 
desperate for police, fire, and 
administrative facilities NOW, 
that the library had to be part 
of the package, and that ‘‘joint 
power’’ finaneing was the key tc 
it all. 

Under the proposal, the City 
of Upland will get about one- 
third of the cost in a grant of 
funds from the federal govern- 
ment. 

It is expected that the Coun- 
ty will approve officially the 
“Joint powers’’ undertaking. 

The proposa] will provide a 
library geared to present-day 
population figures, and within 
10 years additions and wings 
will be added onto the first 
center stage of the building. 

While this is a cut-down ver- 
sion of the original bond issue, 
Councilman Rossitter pointed 
out that within a year it would 
be possible to have four times 
the space now available, and 
that space in new, well-planned 
facilities. 

The library Board also noted 
the urgency of getting a consul- 
tant working on library plans. 
President Cook said he felt the 
consultant was needed several 
months ahead of the architect,

but Rossitter felt that both could 
work together to accomplish a 
really good library. Trips to 


new libraries are planned. 
Mrs. Novell questioned what 

the joint powers agreement 

would mean. She was told that 


it meant cooperation with the 
county library systen that 
has-

The action by the Library 
Board also cuts off sharply

The Upland Board previously 
had indicated they would go this 
route to work with another li- 
brary in a ‘‘system.’’ 

A huge study also was pre- 

nted for the first time for a 
‘system’’ of East Los Angeles 
County areas to include Upland. 
Since this system is not formed, 
and speed of utmost importance 
to the Upland Library develop- 
ment, the matter was tabled 
without discussion,
